CURRENCY EXPANSION BILL PUT

Senate Adopts Mass Proposal After 
Rejecting Goldsborough Dollar 
Stabilization. Plan. 


BY VASHINGTON, July 11.—The 
Glass billion dollar currency ex- 
pansion bill was adopted by the 
Senate today as an amendment to 
the pending home loan discount 
measure. The vote was 53 to 18. 

The action came only a few min- 
utes after the Senate without a 
record vote had rejected the Golds- 
borough dollar stabilization mea- 
sure, which was proposed by Sen- 
ator Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, as 
an amendment to the pending home 
loan bank bill. The Goldsborough 
dollar stabilization bill had passed 
the House. 

The measure would give the 
circulating privilege to about 
$995,000,000 of United States bonds 
held by national banks, allowing 
them to issue money against the 
bonds. 

Only four Democrats and 14 
Republicans voted against the 
Glass bill, which was offered as 
an amendment to the home loan 
bank bill by Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaha.

John Hughes Curtis, Norfolk ( Va.) 
boat builder, convicted of hinder- 
ing capture of the kidnapers of the 
Lindbergh baby, was sentenced to- 
day to one year in jail and to pay 
a fine of 31000. | 


The maximum possible sentence 
which could have been imposed 
under the indictment on which 
Curtis was found gunty was three 
years’ imprisonment and $1000 fine. 

The sentencing followed a vig- 
orous attempt on the part of the 
defense to halt action against Cur- 
tis before sentence was imposed. 

Defense counsel moved for arrest 
of judgment on the same grounds 
that three separate attempts were 
made during the trial to halt the 
action before it reached the jury. 

After a heated argument, during 
which counsel shouted back and 
forth, Judge Adam 0. Robbins 
ruled that hese points already had 
been passed on and denied the mo- 
tion. 

Lloyd C. Fisher, chief counsel for 
Curtis, showed that Curtis had 
never had any contact with the 
kidnapers.

Curtis was arrested after he 
signed a confession that all his ne-

Libby Holman, Broadway blues 
singer, and young Reynolds’ bride 
of a few months, has been under 
guard as a material witness since 
Saturday. 

Albert (Ab) Walker, a chum of 
the dead young man, was taken to 
the estate from the county jail, 
where he was locked up as a ma- 
terial witness Friday night.

Libby Holman entered the in- 
quest room, assisted by her father, 
Alfred Holman, Cincinnati lawyer;

After the marriage she said they 
went to a Toledo Hotel.

150 Homes on Two Creeks 
Near Charleston Are 
Washed Away — Sleep- 
ing Persons Trapped.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 11. 


—Twelve persons were reported 
drowned today by flood waters of 
Paint and Armstrong Creeks, near 
here. The Kanawha County 
Engineer's office reported four 
bodies were recovered from Point 
Creek and eight from the Kanawha 
River. 

Reports that more than 150 
homes on the two creeks had been 
washed away were received here. 
It was not known how many were 
occupied. 

Evidence of the havoc, caused 
by a sudden rainstorm, was seen in 
the Kanawha River at Charleston. 


Both creeks empty into the Kan- 
awha. Sides of houses, stair 
cases, mattresses, brooms, tele- 
phone poles and various articles 
of furniture floated down the riv- 
er. Navigation was almost impos- 
sible except in small craft. 

Both creeks reached flood stage 
within a few minutes, virtually 
trapping sleeping residents in their 
beds. | 

The first casualty reported was 
a man whose body was found at 
Crown Point on Armstrong Creek, 
Four of those drowned were 
thought to be members of a Negro 
family named Mitchell.

A meeting of 3000 unemployed 
men and women, gathered on the 
City Hall lawn, under auspices of 
the Unemployed Councils of St. 
Louis, a Communist organization, 
was dispersed by the police with 
tear gas at 2:05 p. m. today after 
a movement had been organized 
to rush the doors of the building. 

As the crowd. broke and ran, 
several of the bolder spirits threw 
stones at the police detail, some 
of whom had temporarily been 
blinded by a gas bomb caught by 
one of the men in the crowd and 
hurled back at the City Hall steps. 
Policemen followed the stone 
throwers, throwing tear gas bombs 
and firing their revolvers. 


Four men, one of them a Négro, 
were shot as the cfowd retreated 
and the more belligrent fought 
back. Half a dozen policement were 
hurt, several of. them suffering 
broken bones, and dozens of specta- 
tors and of the crowd of demon- 
strators suffered minor injuries. 

Dispersed in 15 Minutes. 

Within 15 minutes almost all of 
the demonstrators had dispersed, 
many having fled along the side- 
walks while some groups, -n 
fighting and attempting to dodge 
the visible clouds of tear gas, ran 
across vacant lots and through 
alleys, turning whenever possible 
to throw another brick at their uni- 
formed pursuers. 

A number of persons, mostly chil- 
dren, suffered slight injuries. Many 
were thrown to the ground oy the 
force of the first retreat and vere 
trampled by those behind them. 
As the first tear gas rolled away 
the north lawn of the City call 
was almost bare of people, with 
hats, shoes, brick and other debris 
lying about and here and there 
groups helping one of the injured

Crowd Raids Fruit Stand.

The owner 
barred the door, but the marauders 
appropriated three cases of fruit, 
which were outside and several 
cases of soda water.

ters, adjoining the City Hall 
grounds. Some of them had lac- 
erations and bruises. It was not 
determined just how they were 
injured. 

One front window of the City 
Hall was broken by a brick, several 
policemen were hit with thrown 
brickbats and stones and exploded 
tear gas bombs were lying about 
the City Hall lawn a few moments 
later as the crowd retreated. The 
crowd withdrew out of range, some 
started away from the City Hall 
and the rest armed themselves with 
brickbats and started back to the 
fray.

10 Pct. Reduction Still to Be 
Ratified by Publishers Who 
Sought 20 Pct. ae 


A proposal of a 10 per cent wage 
cut for printers employed on St. 
Louis daily newspapers, to be ef- 
fective next Monday, was ratified 
by Typographical Union No. 8, by 
a vote of 276 to 74, in a special 
meeting yesterday at Musicians’ 


Hall, 3535 Pine street. : 

A 20-per-cent reduction had 
been asked for by the St. Louis 
Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion. Negotiations have been in 
progress since June 1, when pub- 
lishers took advantage of a clause 
enabling printers or publishers to 
re-open the five-year union con- 
tract, signed in 1928, for wage ne- 
gotiation only. Yesterday’s pro- 
posal is made subject to ratifica- 
tion by the publishers. 

“This is the first time in history 
the publishers have asked the 
Typographical Union to accept a 
reduction in St. Louis,” said Wil- 
liam J. Gibbons, union president. 
“Owing to conditions at the pres- 
ent time, the members of the 
Typographical Union felt they 
should ¢o-operate with the pub- 
lishers.”’ 

Union printers employed by the 
Post-Dispatch, Globe-Democrat, 
Star and Times, Daily Record and 
Westliche Post, would be at- 
fected. The Daily Record and 
Westliche Post are not members 
of the publishers’ asgociation. A 
similar reduction was accepted re- 
cently by the Photo-Engravers’ 
Union. 

The printers’ scale now is $1.20.6 
an hour, or $55.50 a week for day 
work, and $1.34 4-9 an hour, or 
$60.50 a week for night work. 
Time und a half is paid for 
overtime, on the basis of a geven- 
hour and 40-minute day and a 
seven-hour and 30-minute night. 

The union has taken care of its 
own unemployment relief by a 3 
per cent wage assessment on 
working members, through which, 
Gibbons estimated, it has paid 
$60,000 to unemployed members in 
the last two years, $10 a week to 
married members and $7.50 to the 
unmarried.

300 Persons at Utica, N. Y., Meet- 
ing Close in With Clubs, Stones 
and Knives.

UTICA, N. T., July 11.—Four po- 
licemen and scores of Communists 
were injured here Saturday night 
in a riot precipitated by officers at- 
tempting to arrest a young speak- 
er.

LAKE JUNALUSKA, N. C., July 
11.—The annual report of the 
Board of Temperance and Social 
Service of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, written by Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., president of the 
board, denounces the Democratic 
party’s plank advocating repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

The repeal plank is characterized 
as “an invasion of the moral realm, 
and therefore is an insult to inde- 
pendent citizenship.” The report 
calls attention to the fact that the 
plank is as binding as any other 
part of the platform on the mem- 


bers of the Democratic party. 


Continuing, the report urges 
temperance minded persons to vote 
for candidates who believe in pro- 
hibition, declaring that the action 
of the Democratic party will be re- 
pudiated by conscientious voters. 

Contrasts G. O. P. Plank. 

The Republican party’s plank on 
prohibition is described as a pledge 
for efficient law enforcement, ex- 
plaining that no member of the 
party is bound by the convention's 
action on the question of prohibi- 
tion. The report goes on to state 
that the Republican plank says the 
gains made in dealing with evils re- 
sulting from the liquor traffic must 
be maintained, and that prohibition 
is not a party political issue. 

“The platform indicates no pref- 
erence between the eighteenth 
amendment and the proposed sub- 
stitute, but leaves the decision of 
that question to be determined by 
the people. 

“es * * The Republican plat- 
form takes no position for or 
against the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, but does oppose re- 
peal without constitutional safe- 
guards against the saloon and the 
violation of the rights of the 
states.” 

The report added: 

“Should the prohibition amend- 
ment proposed by the Democratic 


convention be ratified by the peb- 
ple, the legal status of the liquor 
traffic would be exactly the same 
as obtained before the ratification 
of the amendment, with no Federal 
constitutional guarantee 
the return of the saloon.“

The last sentence of the report 


declares “Methodism .. . here 
and now declares to all the world

Questions for Candidates. 
Under the heading What for the 


future?” the report says: 


“That our people may have clear, 


definite information as ‘> the at- 
titude on prohibition of all candi- 
dates, for President, Senators, Con- 
gressmen and state legislators, we 
strongly advise that individual citi- 
zens or groups of citizens make 
public inquiries of all such candi- 
dates as to their attitude on the 
questions of modification or repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment or 
the weakening of the Volstead act 
or of state prohibition enforcement 
laws, and requesting public reply to 
the same. 


“Wo ‘advise that such questions 


be asked and answers demanded, 
even though candidates have al- 
ready been nominated in primaries, 
or without present or proposed op- 
position, in order that the position 
of such candidates may be clearly 
indicated upon which to base ac- 
tion in the present and in future 
elections, : . 


“Moral principles are always 


paramount to any political allegi- 
ance. 


“In all elections, from Constable 


to President, our people should vote 
for men and women who believe 
that prohibition ought to be the 
law.”

SUSPENSION OF 
CATCHER DICKEY 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., July 11.—Sus- 
pension of Bill Dickey, star catcher 
of the New York Yankees, was sus- 
tained today by directors of the 
American League after they lis- 
tened to the protest of Col. Jacob 
Ruppert, owner of the Yankees.

It is seldom that watches do 
not vary. Sometimes the devia- 
tion is as much as a fifth of a 
second or even more. Always 
there is some variation. The ma- 
jority watches determine the of- 
ficial time. 

„* * — 
Official Time a Compromise. 

There we have a splendid 
chance for error. Who can say 
whether even one slow watch 
might not be the really accurate 
one among five: The chances 
“are against it, but it could hap- 
pen. In any case, the “official 
time” usually is a compromise 
and not an exact fact. There is 
no means of proving this com- 
promise is authentic in any gingle 
instance. In the long run, the 
majority watches probably will 
be right. 

But why, in this day of sci- 
ence, do we depend upon chance 
to decide these great interna- 
tional races, when we know that 
the time and position both can 
be recorded mechanically beyond 
dispute? Electrical timing pro- 
vides certainty instead of chance. 
The start and the finish can be 
determined absolutely. Autoémo- 
dile races are decided by hun- 
dredths of a second electrically, 
when desired.

MARSEILLE, France, July 11.— 
A 15-round bout betweén Al Brown, 
Panama Negro recognized in some

PROTESTS AGAINST MINE PACT 


3500 Men at West Frankfort, III., 
Oppose New Scale.

Franklin D. Roosevelt 
until the United States and Canada 
have agreed upon and ratified a 
treaty for the vast project.

Mr. Hoover telegraphed yes- 
terday that “it will not be neces- 
sary to interrupt your cruise by a 
visit to Washington.” Roosevelt is 
going on a cruise along the Atlantic 
Coast for a week’s vacation. 

“If the treaty is consummated 
and ratified, I shall pe glad to con- 
sult with you and other Gover- 
nors,” said the President. “I have 
no doubt that we can make such 
recommendations to the Congress 
as will be helpful to them in solv- 
ing the particular domestic prob- 
lems ielating to each state.” 

Mr. Hoover made no direct ref- 
erence to Roosevelt's expressed un- 
derstanding that a difference over 
New York State's share of the cost 
of the project had, up to now, pre- 
vented complete accord. 

Would Cut the Red Tape. 
Roosevelt, in a lengthy telegram 
to the President Saturday, said he 
understood that matters concerning 
New Tork's share in the project 
were delaying completion of the 
treaty. He proposed that there be 
a “cutting of red tape” to speed 
the negotiations and said he would 
hold himself in readiness to come 
to Washington for a conference. 
The State Department is said to 
have suggested 3150,000,000 as New 
York’s share of the cost. Mr. 
Roosevelt and his State Power Au- 
thority regard this as too high. 
President Hoover, in his telegram. 
made no mention of the question 
involving New York's share of the 
proposed project. 

At Hyde Park, N. T., Roosevelt 
made no immediate comment. That 
Mr. Hoover agreed the waterway 
had the makings of a political is- 
sue, political observers thought, 
was attested by his consultation 
with Walter Newton, his former 
Congressman-secretary, before his 
telegram to Gov. Roosevelt was 
made public. Newton is one of the 
President's secretaries in charge of 
political affairs.

“These negotiations, as you know, 
volving a score of intricate prob- 
ems, have been under way for 
nearly three years and have now 
reached a hopeful aspect. While 
under our Constitution international 
treaties fall within the sole juris- 
diction of the Federal Government, 
nevertheless, the representatives 
appointed by you and leaders in 
other states primarily concerned 
have been consulted during the 
course of the negotiations. I am 
in hopes an agreement can be 
reached between the two Govern- 
ments, but it has not yet been con- 
cluded, and I shall be glad to have 
you advised when this occurs. 


Disposal of Byproduct. 
“The question of the disposal of 
the byproduct of power which will 
result from the works which bor- 
der the State of New York, like all 
domestic questions of this charac- 
ter affecting the two countries, is 
reserved by the proposed treaty 
for purely domestic action by each 
country. This disposal is not the 
subject of international agree- 
ment. If a treaty is concluded and 
is ratified by the Senate, then the 
domestic questions which may arise 
must be settled through the action 
of both the Senate and House of 
Representatives in accordance with 
Federal and state law and in ac- 
cord with the interest of all the 
states of the Union. 
“You will realize that neither you 
nor I have authority to enter upon 
agreements in respect to these do- 
mestic questions, but if the treaty 
is consummated and ratified, I shall 
be glad to consult with you and 
other Governors. I have no doubt 
that we can make such recommen- 
dations to the Congress as will be 
helpful to them in solving the par- 
ticular domestic problems relating 
to each state. 
“Having ardently advocated fer 
over 10 years the great work of 
completing this shipway from Du- 
luth and Chicago to the sea, I am 
glad to know that it will meet with 
your support.”

The Senate adepted a motion by 
Senator Robinson, Democratic 
leader, to send the bill to the Ju- 
diciary Committee for an investi- 
gation of what constitutes an in- 
toxicating beverage. 

The bill, by Senator Bingham 
(Rep.), Connecticut, would legatize 
the manufacture of 3.45 per cent 
beer by volume or 2.75 per ceat by 
weight. 

The Senate’s action admitt-dly 
kills any further chance of action 
at this session of Congress. 
Previously, Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, had moved to 
discharge from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee his proposal to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment. He did not 
ask for immediate consideration, 
but plans to do so, probably to- 
morrow.

The Rules Committee has 
before it a resolution for an in- 
vestigation of the Treasury and 
Federal Reserve Board. 

A little while before Represen- 
tative McFadden (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, had charged the adminis- 
tration with trying to block the in- 
quiry. 

Ballantine said no facts had been 
presented to warrant the inquiry 
which has the support of Speaker 
Garner. He reminded the commit- 
tee that the investigation woulc 
come at a time when the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue was trying to 
adjust the new tax bill. In the Un- 
dersecretary’s opinion, next De- 
cember would do just as well if 
there were anything to investigate 
in his department. 

“My appeal is on behalf of the 
public interest and not political 
benefit,” said McFadden, 

“If the Speaker in his new role 
determines upon an investigation at 
this time,” he said, “the Treasury 
stands ready to co-operate, even 
though this action does not seem 
particularly in line with the pur- 
pose of eliminating commissions 
and investigations.” 

Favors Postponement. 

At the outset Ballantine read a 
prepared statement in which he 
said: “If there is anything to in- 
vestigate it could equally well be 
investigated in December when 
Congress reconvenes, at which time 
the atmopshere will be clearer, and 
the new (tax) law will have be- 
come established.” 

He added that a congressional 
investigation now “will do much to 
tie up the Bureau. of Internal Reve- 
nue at the very time when its re- 
sources and energy are demanded 
for putting into effect the new rev- 
enue law.“ in commenting on the 
burden it put upon the department. 
He pointed out that an investiga- 
tion would tie up many employes 
at a time when they were badly 
needed. 
Ballantine said “since 1927 the 
standing joint committee on in- 
ternal revenue taxation, composed 
of five members of the House and 
five members of the Senate, has 
continuously investigated the ad- 
ministration and development of 
the tax law.“ 

Refunds Reported On. 
In the case of every refund or 
credit of $75,000 or more a state- 
ment of facts and reasons has been 
submitted to the joint committee 
not less than 30 days before action 
was taken, he said, adding that the 
committee had approved all re- 
funds, abatements and credits rec- 
ommended by the Treasury. A reso- 
lution by McFadden proposing an 
inquiry directed particular attention 
to refunds to taxpayers, Ballantine 
said.

: Effects of Excessive Taxation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
BEG permission to present to your 

: readers certain considerations suggest- 
ed by your issue of July 3. The data 
enumerated by your contributors proves 
the significant fact that the taxes now 
imposed upon the American people ap- 
propriate more than one-fourth of the 
greatly reduced annual income derived 
5 from their labor. In other words, that 
5 4 of the present products of labor, goods 
Ge * worth in money $520 must be paid over | 
AB Bs to the various governments of the land 
: 2 before the average family of four can 
see 88 satisfy its own wants. 
| This fact is smothered in the methods 
whereby this burden is imposed, but it 
fs evident that however collected, and by 
whomsoever paid, these goods are. with- 
drawn from the enjoyment of those who 
produce them and appropriated to the 
use of those who produce nothing. For 
example: A tax of $1,000,000 paid by a 
billionaire and distributed among the un- 
productive office holders of the country 
is spent by them for goods produced, not 
by the billionaire, but by the industry of 
those who actually work with their hands, 
however much they may have been 4as- 
sisted by the machines of the capitalist. 

Does not this fact tend to explain why 
today industry is paralyzed and men lack 
work? The speriding power of a com- 
munity depends upon its means, and if 
one-fourth of its income be exacted by 
the tax-gatherer, it must spend one- 
fourth less. For this reason the factories 
are idle. The demand for goods has de- 
clined not because they are not needed, 
but because the people lack the means to 
pay for them. The rich are poor; fac- 
tories are idle; trade is unprofitable. The 
rallroads are losing money. Coupons and 
dividends have not been paid and they 
cannot spend as much as formerly. The 
poor are in actual want. Laborers can- 
not find work, because the employer can- 
not sell his goods; wages unearned can- 
not be spent. 

If we add to these deplorable conse- 
quences of excessive taxation, the efforts 
of our productive tariffs, it should not be 
difficult to understand the abnormal 
ae duration of the present crisis. Our ex- 
5 ports have declined several billions since 

1929, and the men formerly engaged in 
the production of goods sent abroad are 
now idle. 

We are apt to forget that the quantity 
of goods produced by the industry of a 
nation of vast resources depends, and al- 
ways has depended, far more upon the 
demand for goods than upon its capacity 
to produce them, It is easy to keep the 
wheels turning when a market can be 
found for all that is produced, but none 
can afford to make what he cannot sell. 
The trouble of today is not that we want 
less but that, owing to the follies of gov- 

ernment, we lack the means to buy. 
The remedy is obvious. Thé public au- 
thorities must waste less and tax less. 
And they must abrogate the laws which 
paralyze our foreign trade. Other expe- 
dients have proved futile. We tried in- 
flation; it failed. Easy credit; it was 
* not availed of. Public loans of public 
a credit; they have not rescued the bor- 
ee . rower. Dole; it has not extinguished pov- 
erty. Aid to banks; hundreds have failed. 

I venture to say that if tomorrow a 
moratorium suspending all custom walls 
between nations could be arranged, an 
instant improvement would be felt in all 
business; and that industry would go 
forward by leaps and bounds. Commerce 
enriches all who engage in it. It is con- 
cerned with the exchange of goods for 
goods on terms advantageous to all 
bodies. 

A century ago, after the Napoleonic 
wars, England tried such an experiment. 
The income of the nation and the profits 
of its industry immediately responded, and 
the. Victorian era followed, and all that 
lay in the dust rose up and rejoiced. 

Give us liberty to trade with whom and 
where we please, and our enterprise will, 
in a short time, enrich the world as we in 
turn shall be enriched by it.

„ and the process of reconstruction can begin. It 
was impossible for it to begin anywhere else. 80 
long as the Allied nations maintained the vicious cir- 
cle by which Germany first attempted to borrow 
money to pay reparations, and the nations receiving 
the reparations in turn used the money to pay their 
debts to the United States, there was not the slightest 
hope of righting the international economy. 
The thing had reached an impasse. Germany was 
no longer able to borrow, She had been impoverished 
by the war, and so could not pay out of her own 
resources. The result was thé appeal for the miora- 


who have insisted upon the last word in this great 
controversy, have agreed that the moratorium shall 
be indefinitely extended. The obligation assumed by 
Germany is for no definite time. It becomes payable 
only when conditions make payment possible. 

Meanwhile, the gold problem will cease to plague 
the earth. Economists have never been able to agree 
as to the part played by gold under the Dawes and 
Young plans. There was no denial that Germany’s 
necessity to pay the reparations in gold, and the 
necessity of the debtor nations in turn to pay the 
United States in gold, resulted in a maldistribution 
of gold. In time it became heavily concentrated in 
the hands of France and the United States. It was 
to meet the heavy withdrawals of gold from the 
United States that Congress resorted to liberalization 
of the Federal Reserve Bank rules. 

The Oriental countries, together with South and 
Central America, felt that the maldistribution of gold 
was at the bottom of the troubles of silver. Silver 
declined to a point where it became almost worthless 
as money. The silver people, particularly Senators 
from our own Western silver states, insisted that to 
rehabilitate the estate of silver would be to restore 
the purchasing power of one-half of the world. 

Not all economists admitted this. They saw in the 
plea for silver a move to exploit the situation in the 
interest of that metal. Whatever the truth was, the 
virtual abandonment of reparations will have the ef- 
fect of redistributing gold all over the world. It will 
no longer be so hard to get. 

So far so good. There is still another step which 
must be taken before the world can become truly 
convalescent. The League of Nations Association re- 
cently addressed a questionnaire to 53 leaders of fi- 
nance and business in the United States upon the sub- 
ject of world healing. A large majority answered that 
no international conference to that end would be of 
any real value if it did not include in its agenda the 
questions of war debts, reparations and tariffs. 

The New York Nation thinks it is doubtful if so 
general an indorsement of American participation in 
an international discussion of war debts and tariffs 
could have been obtained even six months ago. It 
points out that this indorsement comes from bankers, 
heads of railroads and large industrial corporations, 
and a few academic economists, and not from any 
leaders in political office; but it nevertheless holds 
the trend to be significant and hopeful. 

Many of these men doubted that a general eco- 
nomic conference could set such a movement in mo- 
tion. The difficulty in Europe was political, and as 
we have seen at Lausanne, a political conference did 
what no other conference could do. It settled a dis- 
pute that has been going on ever since the Versailles 
Treaty was made. It is beside the point whether or 
not the Lausanne agreement abrogates terms of the 
treaty. In effect it does, which is all that matters. 

Now for the tariff. No assemblage of economists, 
or of business men, has omitted the tariff from the 
list of evils primarily afflicting the world. The 
Democrats pledged themselves in their Chicago plat- 
form to an international economic conference, which 
presumably would include tariffs. If we can solve 
the reparations problem, we can solve the tariff prob- 
lem. Nothing can be accomplished without the ini- 
tiative of the United States. The United States start- 
ed the tariff war, and only the United States can 
end it. 

Now for the tariff! 
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MR. WOLF’S HOUSING SUGGESTION. 

Large-scale housing projects to provide modern 
quarters for workers at small rental are suggested 
for St. Louis by J. A. Wolf, director of the Neighbor- 
hood Association, whose recent study of such proj- 
ects in Germany and Austria has made him an en- 
thusiastic advocate of them. While, in Europe, these 
slum-replacing dwellings are financed by public funds, 
in New York, New Jersey and other states, they have 
returned a profit to private builders. 

Mr. Wolf points out that, for $2000 or $3000, a sur- 
vey could be made to determine the feasibility of sup- 
planting some of our slum districts in this way, and 
cites a provision of the pending Wagner bill which 
would make available money for such a purpose at 
low interest rates. Here, as we have pointed out, 
apparently is a double-barreled opportunity for pri- 
vate initiative in St. Louis—to render a social service 
to families now living under the most crowded and 
unsanitary conditions and, at the same time, to make 
a profit. 
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AIRMEN’S ANTI-CLIMAX. 

Until new and revolutionary developments occur 
in the evolution of the airplane, it is probable that 
few more pioneering flights will be made. Ambitious 
airmen now can only retrace the paths of previous 
flights, and attempt to surpass the records of their 
predecessors. That was the point of interest in the 
attempted world flight of James Mattern and Bennett 
Griffin, who set out last week to cirele the globe in 
faster time than the eight days, 15 hours and 61 
minutes of Wiley Post and Harold Gatty. The result 
was a superb ocean flight, followed by an anti-cli- 
mactic crack-up near the Russian-Polish border which 
put them out of the race. 

The speed of the Mattern-Griffin plane was demon- 
strated when, after losing precious hours in the New- 
foundland fog and falling behind the Post-Gatty log, 
they reached Berlin four hours ahead of their rivals 
mark. Their time was 18 hours, 11 minutes from 
Harbor Grace to Berlin, and theirs was the first 
ocean flight to finish in the German capital. Dis- 
daining a night's rest in Berlin, they left for Moscow 
almost 11 hours ahead of the earlier record. Having 
passed their major obstacle, the Atlantic, the way 
seemed clear for piling up more margin on the flight 
across Russia, Siberia, the narrowed northern ex- 
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But the flyers who spanned the ocean successfully 
couldn’t cross a Russian peat bog when their controls 
went bad, and the plane was wrecked in their forced 
descent. 5 

Despite its drab ending, the whole was a gallant 
flight against time, blocked only by an unforeseeable 
accident. Fortunately, the flyers were uninjured, and 
will return to congratulations and wishes of better 
luck next time. . 


TIME TO QUIT PLAYING POLITICS. 

Speaker Garner has made his point that the ad-

President Hoover has made his point that the Dem- 

ocrats are willing to endanger the nation’s credit by 

offering impracticable financial proposals, Each has 

thus piled up his ammunition for the coming cam- 


paign. 

In the meantime, relief funds have dwindled and 
Federal support of local relief activities has been 
further delayed. 

The spectacle has been far from edifying. Now that 
the political speeches are out of the way, Congress 
can give the President a bill which he can sign with- 
out further altercation. The country does not need 
forensics; it needs relief. 

The Senate and House conferees yielded to the 
President on two of the three points at issue be- 
tween them. They gave the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation full authority to distribute, the $300,- 
000,000 which the bill provided for direct relief to the 
unemployed, ifistead of insisting that the money be 
distributed automatically on the basis of population. 
They also cut the public construction appropriation of 
$500,000,000 and eliminated the hotly contested bond 
issue feature. 

The construction item in the conference bill was 
only $322,000,000 for road building and 9190, 000, 000 
for the construction of public buildings. But the 
Treasury was left free to finance these undertakings 
in any way it saw fit and even to postpone them en- 
tirely if funds were not available or could not be 
borrowed on reasonable terms. On both of these mat- 
ters, Congress surrendered to the President’s views. 

It made its stand on a third and much more dubi- 
ous issue, the provision incorporated in the confer- 
ence report from the original bill that authorized 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make 
loans to private businesses other than banks and rail- 
roads. These loans, to be sure, were to be made en- 
tirely at the discretion of the Finance Corporation, 
upon adequate security, to concerns demonstrably un- 
able to secure credit elsewhere; but the bill did not 
restrict the purposes for which the loans might be 
made or specify the type of security to be required. 
It legally authorized the corporation to make any and 
all sorts of loans to enterprises of every possible de- 
scription, while placing at its disposal for the accom- 
plishment of this ambitious objective a paltry $1,500,- 
000,000. 

The project could scarcely fail to inundate the 
Finance Corporation in a flood of applications which 
it could not conceivably handle; to create in the busi- 
ness community hopes which could not possibly be 
fulfilled, and to unload upon the Government credits 
of highly questionable soundness. This provision led 
to Mr. Hoover’s decision to veto the bill. 

Speaker Garner’s insistence upon the provision of 
Federal credit to support all sorts of private ventures 
may have seemed to him to be good politics, but it 
was bad economics. The President’s denunciation of 
the Speaker, on the other hand, might have been re- 
ceived with better grace had he not previously ad- 
vanced comparable proposals on his own account. 
It is not to be expected, perhaps, that matters will 
be considered without reference to partisan advan- 
tage in a campaign year. But it is to be hoped that 
the question of relief has now passed through its po- 
litical phase and can be dealt with on its merits. The 
time has now come for Congress and the White House 
to stop playing politics with human misery and ex- 
tend to our army of unemployed the pittance of added 
relief which they so desperately require. 
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WE OFFER ADVICE. 

We have a word of advice for that Marion, Ind., 
man whose first golf shot flew over the fairway, 
landed on the green and trickled into the cup.

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UP TO THE COMMITTEE. 
With both Mayor Miller and Comptroller Nolte con- 
fessing they have no solution for the city’s relief 
problem, it remains for the newly-appointed commit- 
tee of 71 to accept leadership. Presumably, the Mayor 
and Comptroller will be bound by its recommenda- 
tions, for the problem cannot be permitted to go by 
default. With thousands of families urgently in need 
of help, by reason of the unemployment situation, 
starvation is the alternative for failure to act. 
No doubt Congress and the President, within the 
present week, will iron out their differences on the 
big relief bill. When that passes, the State of Missouri 
will be entitled to its share of the $300,000,000 direct 
relief fund included in the bill. St. Louis has applied 
for $2,000,000, which would tide the city over until 
the first of the year or longer. If that sum were 
clearly in sight, the committee’s work would be made 
easier. It would only have to plan for the future, 
as the specter of immediate distress could be dis- 
missed. 
The committee will have to base its deliberations 
on the assumption that the depression will continue 
indefinitely, and that it will become progressively 
worse.

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LOOK OUT, MISSOURI! 
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The Plight of Middle Europe 


Partitionment of Austro-Hungary by Peace Treaty created group of weak nations; 
now on brink of collapse, their plight aggravates Europe's problems; France, still 
opposing German ambitions, dominates Danubian states, but refuses help; their 
own policies of economic self-sufficiency make situation stil! more difficult.

ONTRARY to popular belief both Here 

and abroad, the crux of the difficult 

European dilemma does not lie in the 
burden of reparations, but rises rather from 
the inequities of the Treaty of Versailles, 
which blandly sacrificed national economy 
to political expediency. This is shown first 
by the record of the debt moratorium: year 
just closed, in which no payments were 
called for, and yet conditions have drifted 
from bad to worse in every important coun- 
try on the Continent. \ 

On the other hand, Germany has every 
desire to modify the treaty, for she finds 
herself, although essentially an exporting 
nation, robbed of important trade outlets, 
her territory divided by the hated Polish 
Corridor, her colonies gone and her valu- 
able affiliation with the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire destroyed by the disruption of this 
state into several smaller countries under 
an essential hegemony of France. 

To make matters still worse, the Danu- 
bian states, under French financial auspices, 
have been steadily on the retrograde. 
France is alive to the dire straits of this 
territory, but just as she admits the unten- 
able position of Germany cut through by 
a strip of Poland, yet refuses treaty modi- 
fication, so does she refuse her aid in the 
Danube basin until she is faced with the 
utter collapse of this territory. 

Such a debacle of the Middle Européan 
states, however, is not far off. This once 
prosperous region, whose prosperity is es- 
sential to that of Europe as a whole, is 
daily decaying and disintegrating, 

In the name of the doctrine of the self- 
determination of peoples, the greatest em- 
pire in Europe—measured by population and 
territorial extent—was erased and divided 
into four nations, except as parts of it were 
allocated to Italy, Poland and Rumania. 
While it is true that the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire was a madhouse of conflicting ra- 
cial and nationalistic aspirations, it corre- 


ment. The national self-sufficiency pro- 
grams of every state have run counter to 
economic well-being. 

Before 1914, the foreign trade of Austria- 
Hungary amounted to 32,500,000, 0%; now 
that of the succession countries is down to 
less than $1,500,000,069, and the local in- 
ternational trade that has succeeded the 
former internal trade is greatly reduced. 
With the wrecking of the economic stryc- 
ture has come financial and fiscal chaos. 
All five of the Danubian countries are in 
distressed condition, with Austria on the 
verge of a general moratorium for all in- 
ternational obligations, and Hungary likely 
to foliow. 

If the Danubian problem were simply one 
of financial assistance from external sources 
and internal reconstruction of their trade 
relations on a basis of mutual interest, it 
would still be difficult, in view of the self- 
containment ambitions of the five or eix 
countries directly involved. But it is en- 
tangled with the problem of improving the 
foreign trade relations of the group and the 
political and financial rivairies of the Pow- 
ers. The essential element in these rival- 
ries is a struggle between France and Ger. 
many for the dominution of what the Ger- 
mans call Mittel Europa. 

With France the contest is mainly politi- 
cal; with Germany mainly economic. The 
French objective in dealing with the Danube 
problem is to gain the hegemony of Middle 
Europe and with it of all Europe. To Ger- 
many the solution of the problem its one of 
intense business interest, playing a large 
part in the solution of her foreign trade 
problem. 

The French ambition to hold the hege- 
mony of Eutope is steadily cultivated, de- 
spite the fact that France admits that the 
treaty was in some respects grossly unjust. 
In respect to Middle Europe. France is com“ 
mercially such a minor factor that there is 
no solid ground of common interest upon 
which to build her leadership. Moreover, 
she is in general incapable of satisfactorily
